Committee On Joint Kules At 


Worlc.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The senate 
committee on rules held its first meeting 
this morning and introduced Senator 
Hoar's joint rules for the senate gwvern- 
ment, and instructed its chairman to re- 
port back to senate a code of joint rules 
for the government of official intercourse 
between the two houses. 
The code is 
identical with a joint code which the 
senate acted upon two years ago, except- 
ing with respect to rule thirteen, which 
the committee has stricken out. 
This 
role prohibits the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in the capital building. 
The 
senate has a rule of this kind in its own 
code and the committee thought it un- 
necessary to insert it 
in 
the joint 
rules, believing the matter was one 
which should be left to the control of 
each house within its own domain. 


KEPUBIILCANS IN CAUCUS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The republi- 
can senators met in caucus to-day. Sen- 
ator Sherman resigned his position as 
chairman of the caucus, and Senator 
Edmunds was elected to the place. This 
action is due to the fact that no senator 
ever has been chairman of the caucus 
and presiding ofScer of the senate at the 
same time. 
The action of the caucus 
committee in the arrangement of the 
chairmanships of the senate comm- 
itteee, viz.: In deciding to tender to
